CLAIM OF PRIORITY

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
Field of the Invention 

The present invention relates to a sports equipment bag backpack , and more particularly, 
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to a bag portable locker backpack (backpack) for organizing sports equipment and related articles 
while providing ventilation for the sports equipment and the related articles. 

Description of the Background Art 
[0003] In athletic activities such as hockey, baseball, football, or inline skating, a person may 
have to carry uniforms, a face mask, helmets, knee pads, and other assorted sports equipment. The 
assorted equipment have has usually been just placed in a bag backpack where it has been difficult 
to take out the sometimes heavy and cumbersome equipment and also to perform a visual 
inventory of the bag backpack . Another problem with the earlier sports equipment bags backpacks 
was that the equipment and clothing articles related to the sports accumulated perspiration. The 
bag backpack would cause an increased odor because of the lack of proper ventilation. The damp 
garment, sports, and athletic equipment, boots and shoes were dried out on purchased racks or 
spread around on the floor or on furniture. Garments and sports equipment that retain water will 
mold, mildew, and develop unpleasant odors without adequate air circulation. Equipment in a bag 
backpack should be dried out, so there is an aggravation of removing equipment from the bag 
backpack to dry the equipment because if the equipment is left in the bag backpack , there can be 
damage to equipment if the equipment cannot fully dry. It is a cumbersome process of taking the 
equipment out of the bag backpack . Unloading the conventional sports bag backpack and placing 
the items around an area to allow for air-drying is time consuming, visually unpleasant, and 
consumes space. This procedure also increases the chance of misplacing an item and leaving it 
behind. Conventionally vented bags backpacks offer limited benefit due to the density of 
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equipment obstructing air penetration inside the bag backpack . 

[0004] A travel and sports organizer bag backpack , equipped with a method of air circulation 
is needed to effectively air dry articles without complex and expensive structures as well as being 
an organization and space saving tool that allows for quick and easy use. 

SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION 
[0005] It is therefore an object to have a bag backpack that can effectively air dry articles 
without complex and expensive structures as well as being an organization and space saving tool. 
[0006] It is another object to have a bag backpack that can have the contents viewed quickly for 
use. 

[0007] It is y e t ano t h e r obj e ct t o have a bag tha t can be locked quickly t o a locker wi t hou t 

ex t ensive ext r a p arts . 

[0008] It is still yet another object to have a bag backpack that can ventilate while being in a 
closed position. 

[0009] It is yet another object to have a bag backpack that can ventilate while being in an open 
or folded position. 

[0010] It is another object to have a bag backpack that can be easily hung up to allow a flat view 
of the contents. 

[0011] It is yet another object to save time by being able to hang up all contents of a bag 
backpack at the same time. 

[0012] It is still another object to have a bag backpack that can organize objects in a bag 
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backpack in a systematic manner. 

[0013] It is another object to have objects organized in a single plane. 
[0014] To accomplish the above and other objectives, the present invention provides a bag 
backpack including a back wall having a hook accommodating the hanging of the bag backpack 
when opened, a plurality of compartments on a front surface of the back wall, the plurality of 
compartments having a front portion being of a mesh or netted material accommodating a view 
of the objects and a circulation of air within the compartments. The compartments can have 
shelves projecting from the back wall to accommodate the objects. The wall can be folded or rolled 
to close the back wall into the bag backpack for carrying by th e handl e s through hands o r by 
shoulder straps on a back of a user. Th e bag may include a locking bar o r anothe r object designed 
to p r event r emoval of t he bag(connection accommodating the bag to lock) on a zipper e nclosing 
the bag backpack tha t can b e used to secu r e the bag t o a locke r.

[0023] Fig. 8 is another embodiment of a backpack in an open position; 

[0024] — Fig. 9 is anothe r embodim e nt of a handbag in an o p en position;

[0027] — Fig. 12 is a plan vi e w of the bag of Fig. 5 in an open position ;

[0030] Fig. 1 5 is a plan view of the backpack of Fig. 8 having wheels; 

[0031] — Fig. 16 is a view of the bag of Fig. 9 in the closed position with loo p s for attaching a 

hanging hook fo r secur e closing; 

[0032] Fig. 1 7 is view of the backpack of Fig. 10 having a mesh sidewall; 

[0033] — Fig. 1 8 is a view of a bag folded in reve r se; and 

[0034] Fig. 1 9 is a view of a bag backpack accommodating longer items. 
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Fig. 20 is a view of a backpack accommodating backstraps. 
DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMENTS 

[0035] Turning now to the d r awings, as seen in Fig. 1, an obj e ct holde r 10 can b e hung by a 

hook 12 on to a locker o r other stationary area so that the e quipm e nt and other articles can be 
easily se e n and used. Th e object hold er 1 0 can b e a bag itself or an inser t wi t hin anothe r bag. The 
object holder 1 0 does no t necessarily have to hang ve r tically or hang at all. The object holder 1 0 
can also be positioned on top of a bench o r on a floor horizon t ally t o allow for access to the 
equipment o r any other posi t ion where th e equi p m e nt or objects held by the object holder 10 can 
be viewed. Objects such as spo r ts e quipment, clothing, shoes, boots, ice skates, ski boots, and 
othe r objects can be plac e d in the diffe r en t compartments of th e object holder 10. 
[003 6 ] — Th e object holder 10 can be mad e of canvas, vinyl such as PVC (polyvinyl chloride), 
plastic, oth er types of polyester o r fabric ma ter ial t ha t allows for folding or rolling up fo r sto r age. 
The object holde r 10 can b e made of flexible material. 

[0037] The com p artm e nts, or chambers are built in t o the object holder 10 to accommodate 

objects to b e organized and dried. — The chambe r s o r compartments can b e expanded to 
accommodate the ar t icl e s. On e or mor e zipp e rs 22 o r a hook 1 2 and loop 120, r eleasablc fastene r s 
34 or v e lc r o along the to p of th e bag func t ion t o close the bag and allow acc e ss into the bag 
chambers t o facilita te the in t roduc t ion of articles into the bag chamber and removal of t he articles 
from th e bag. In Fig. 1 fo r e xampl e , a mou t h p iece 1 8 is placed in the upper left compartm e nt 20, 
while the upper right compartmen t 26 can hold articles such as a puck 24. Doth the uppe r left 20 
and upper right 2 6 compartm e n t s can b e closed by using zippers 22. Other types of devices othe r 
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than zip p ers 22 may be us e d t o clos e t h e top compartmen t s. Since the articles are small, the 
zippers or oth er similar fas t eners help to clos e the u p p e r le ft and r ight compartments 20 and 2 6 . 
(0038] — A thi r d compartmen t 30 below the uppe r compartm e nts 22 and 26 may have equipment 
such as hockey gloves 32. Th e t hird compartm e nt 30 may have fasteners 34 allowing fo r quick 
access to t he hockey gloves 32. A clas p or o t her fas t ener 34 can be sufficient for holding the items 
because when folded, the pr essu re of the items will hold t h e i t ems in place. Elastic bands may be 
used wi t h t he snap fasten e rs 34 to allow for th e pocke t to b e str e tch e d out while placing equipment 
insid e . A p o r tion or all of t op border 3 6 can be of an e lastic or resilient material. Velc r o may also 
be used in plac e of the snap fast e ners 34. The top bo r de r a r ea 36 which is open for access to the 
gloves 32 wh e n t h e fastene r 34 is open. Howeve r , when the fast e n e r 34 is closed, th e top bo r de r 
a r ea 3 6 is p ulled closer t o th e back portion or wall 1 6 , thereby preventing articles such as the 
gloves 32 from rel e asing fr om th e t hird compartment 30. The bag can be withou t fas t ener 34 
because once the bag is closed, th e p r essu r e of the equipm e nt o r gear agains t each oth e r can 
pr e v e nt a rt icles f r om falling ou t . 

f003^j — A fou r th compartm e n t 38 disposed b e low th e t hi r d compartment 30 is made similar to 
the third com p artment 30. A m e sh (net t ed) material 14 is sti t ch e d or connected in some othe r 
mann e r to the border ma t e r ial 40. The bo r der material 40 can b e sti t ched or through anothe r 
method connected with th e back wall 16 of the object holder 10 made of material such as canvas. 
The upp e r bo r de r mate r ial 42 is not connec t ed t o the back wall 1 6 , thus allowing access to 
equipment within the compartment. The compartments can be varied in te rms of the size, quantity 
and location within the bag de p ending on t he sport or activity. 
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{0040] — The mesh (ne t ted) ma t erial 14 allows for a person t o easily locat e an e quipment item and 
the mesh also provides for ventila t ion of the articles. The par t ially see-through material allows 
fo r a fast inventory to confirm tha t all gear ne e d e d is packed. The object holder 10 may eithe r be 
hung up fo r v e ntila t ion or positioned a t any angles such as horizontal to the g r ound such as on a 
bench o r ground. The object holder 1 0 just needs to b e in the open posi t ion as shown in Fig. 1 , 
allowing fo r ex p osu r e of t he equi p ment th r ough t he mesh ma t erial 14. Mate r ials other t han mesh 
1 4 can be us e d in the al te rnative such as any other mat e rial that allows for ventilation and visibility 
of e qui p m e nt stor e d wi t hin the compartment. Th e m e sh ma t e r ial allows the air to be exhausted 
from the compartments through the air vents. 

[0041] A fifth compartmen t 44 below th e four t h compartmen t can have a plurality of sub- 
compartments t hat can hold va r ious small er equipmen t . The fifth compartm e n t holds smalle r 
i t ems and ma ter ials relatively flat and allows the bag to fold ove r . A sixth compartm e n t 4 6 below 
the fifth compartment 44 can be subs t an t ially V-shap e d o r U-shaped having fo r example a flat 
po rt ion 48 t runcating t h e v e rtex of the V-shaped fifth compartment 46. — The V-sha p ed 
compartmen t 46 or pocke t provides for a h e lm e t 50 o r othe r large object such as a soccer ball t hat 
can fit for example b e tw ee n th e skates 52 or boo t s. The V-shape accommodates an e fficient use 
of space and allows fo r t h e object holder 10 to sit ev e nly fo r easier storage. The helmet 50 sits 
snugly between th e pai r of ska te s allowing not only efficient and easy access, but also bette r 
ven t ilation. Mul t iple e quipmen t items are not on top of each o t her to p r even t the efficient drying 
of wet equipment. The middle sec t ion such as the fifth compartment 44 n ee ds t o be small er so that 
it holds smaller i t ems accommodating an easier closing of th e bag. Th e middle sec t ion 44 can also 
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be flat t o accommodate an easie r closing of the bag. 

[0042] In the seventh compartment 54, the in-line skates 6 0 or some o t he r pai r of boots, a r c 

positioned on each end with a t op portion 58 of the compartment and the side po r tions 56 of the 
compartment 54 being closed. The side p o r tions 5 6 ar e not mad e of a mesh material but of a solid 
sec- t hrough ma t erial o r a solid material tha t is not s ee -through so t hat when th e ska te s fo r instance 
arc placed in the sev e nth compartment 54, t he wheels o r blades will no t wear ou t the mesh mate r ial 
p r ematurely. Th e open area 62 allows for a bet t er ven t ilation of th e boots, sinc e the opening 
portion of the boo t s is in an op e n ar e a 62 allowing for fr ee air flow wi t hout even the mesh (netted) 
surface. 

[0043] — A horizontal fastener 6 4 is situa te d between the l e ft and right side 54a and 54b of the 
seventh com p artmen t 54. — Th e horizontal fas te n e r 64 as oppos e d to the vertically disposed 
fasten e rs 34 on the othe r compartm e nts, allow fo r an e fficient access t o the boo t s or inline skates 
6 0. Wh e n una t tach e d, the fas t eners 64 allow fo r the t op 58 and side portions 56 of the left and 
r ight 54a and 54b of the sev e nth compartm e nt 54 to op e n fully to allow fo r acc e ss to the la r ge 
boo t s o r skates. Oth e r ty p es of equipment may be o r ganized within the compartments or pockets. 
Other type of fasten e rs may also be used. 

[0044] — Refer r ing to Fig. 2, th e object holder 10 in one embodiment can b e fold e d up o r r olled 
up to form a bag 110 allowing fo r the object holde r 10 t o be car r ied. The rolling or folding also 
keeps the equi p ment insid e r elatively stationary wi t hin the bag 110 when the bag 1 10 is closed. 
The jiggling of large o r small equipmen t can othe r wise cause damage to the equipm e nt and c r eate 
noise when tr ans p orting. The hook 12 or other similar fas t ening devic e is d e tachably connected 
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t o a sleeve or loop 120 form e d on t h e back side 140 of the back walll 6 of the objec t holde r 10. 
Using the hook 12 to fasten t ogether t he bag 110 h e lps t o avoid adding othe r compon e n t s to t he 
bag backpack 110. the r eby re ducing the cost of manufactu re . O t he r types of fas t ene r s can also be 
used. The adjustable hooking m e chanism 142 including th e hook 12 and the adjustment portion 
144 a tt ached at t he t o p of t he objec t holder 10 allows a use r to hang the bag 1 10 up t o access the 
objec t s sto r ed in the bag 1 10 and allow for air flow into the objects. The adjustable hooking 
mechanism 142 by adjusting the leng t h of t he adjus t able strap 14 6 t hrough the adjus t m e nt po r tion 
144, also allows the bag 1 10 to still ven t ilate while the bag is in a closed position when the 
hooking mechanism 142 is connec t ed t o the sl e eve 120. Although t h e v e ntilation in the closed 
p osition is much less than when the bag 1 1 0 is in the op e n posi t ion. Th e adjustable strap can 
pr ovide some air flow in t o t he bag 1 1 0 if i t is loosened sligh t ly. Even when tigh t ly fastened, some 
air flow is still allowed t h r ough the una t tach e d sid e s 148 of th e obj e ct holder 1 0. Air flow is also 
allowed th r ough t h e open sides 1 50 of t he bag 110. When the bag 1 10 is fold e d, on the left and 
r ight sides have open sides 150 to allow fo r air v e ntilation. — The mesh mat er ial 14 of the 
compartments are also exposed on the o p en sides 1 50 to ven t ila t e t he bag. Since, the bag has open 
sides 1 50 on both sides of t he bag, this allows for a cross v e n t ila t ing airflow t hat makes the drying 
mo r e e fficient. The bag 1 1 0 in an opened position such as when the bag 1 1 0 is hung o r laid flat on 
a bench is t he most effici e n t m e thod of ventilating and drying the objec t s held by the bag . 
However, t he s t ruc t ure of t he bag also allows for a certain amount of ventila t ion whil e the bag is 
in a closed p osition such as when the hook 12 is secur e d to the sleeve 120. The object holde r 10 
can be laid in any space available such as the back s e at or in the trunk of a vehicle while 
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tr anspo rt ing t he bag 110. For ins t ance, sports teams may lay th e bag 1 1 0 on the grass outsid e for 
drying. The equipmen t stays togethe r and is easily r e tu r ned t o the o r iginal position for moving to 
anothe r loca t ion. Since t he hook 1 2 is a t tached t o t he adjustable strap 14 6 allowing the bag 1 1 0 
to be adjust e d to res t on the floor for instance, th e r e by taking t he w e ight off the bag 110 and 
suppor t . 

[0045] — To allow for an efficient way to transport t h e bag 1 10, a handl e 130 is a tt ached to the 
back side 140 of t he t op portion 1 6 0 and anoth e r handle 130 is attached t o the bottom portion 170 
of t he objec t holder 10. Th e handl e s 130 can for example be attach e d to the left 130a and r ight 
side 130b to the object hold er 10 to allow fo r a user to grasp with a hand both handles 130 so that 
the bag 110 can be transported. R e fe rr ing to Fig. 18, the bag can be fold e d in r everse with the 
compartmen t s on the outside allowing for ven t ila t ion. 

[0046] — The t op portion 160 can fo r e xample ove r lap th e bo t tom side 170 of th e obj e ct holde r 
1 0 in o r der to fas t en the bag t oge t her. The opposi te ar r angement can also be true whe r e the bottom 
portion 170 ove r laps the top po rt ion 1 6 0. In ano t her ar r ang e men t , nei t he r t he top portion 1 6 0 o r 
th e bottom portion 170 ove r laps each o t her. O t her typ e s of securing mechanisms can be used to 
clos e the bag 110 such as a zipper or other ty p es of fasten e rs. The bag 110 can also have a 
should e r s t rap 1 6 2. 

[0047] In another embodiment of the present invention, as seen in Fig. 3, the object holder 10 
can be folded to form backpack or-bag 210 allowing a user to have one or both handles 220 
supported [[on]] by the shoulders of a user. For example, the top portion 160 can be folded to 
meet with the bottom portion 170 of the object holder 10 to connect the two sides using the 
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adjustment strap 146. The backpack 2 1 0 can be connected in t he same way as in seen by the bag 
110 o r in some other similar fashion allowing for the adjustment conn e ction betw e en the t o p 
po r tion 1 60 and bo t tom po rt ion, or no adjustmen t , but just a connec t ion between the two portions 
of the object holder 10. The pair of handles 220 can for example be placed on one side of the 
object holder on opposite ends of the back side 140 of the object holder. The position of the 
handles backpack straps are such that a user can carry the backpack 210 on both shoulders at the 
same time if needed. The top portion 220a of the handle 220 is coupled on the top portion of the 
backpack 210 and the bottom portion 220b of the handle 220 is positioned below the top portion 
220a of the handle 220. Other configurations of the handles 220 can be made as long as a user may 
carry the bag backpack 210 on both shoulders at the same time. A V-shaped compartmen t such 
as the sixth compar t m e n t 46 is not pr e fe r abl e in a the backpack 210 wh e n the back p ack 210 is 
typically more narrow in shape. 

[0048] — In anoth er e mbodiment of th e present invention, as seen in Fig. 4, the object holder 10 
has a bot t om p ortion 170 connected to an in t ernal s e c t ion 314 of a container po r tion 330 to form 
a bag 310. Th e contain e r portion 330 can be for exampl e be rectangular in shape with a to p 
portion 340 cut ou t in t o a flap 320 that can close the compartment 350 within the containe r p ortion 
330. Th e flap 320 for example may close the con t aine r portion 330 by a zi p pe r for example or 
other similar device. When th e flap p o rt ion 320 is una t tached fr om th e container portion 330, the 
object hold er 1 0 can be raised out of t he container portion 330 allowing the object holder 1 0 to be 
hung by the hook 12 o r laid fla t on a su r fac e . Th e container portion 330 allows for a convenient 
s t o r age or hanging of the objec t hold e r 10. The con t ainer portion 330 also provides for further 
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s t o r age of i te ms. The con t ainer portion can be have a r ec t angular shape or any oth e r ty p e of sha p e 
depending on the use and size of the objects. 

1 0049] — In anoth e r embodimen t of the present invention, as se e n in Fig. 5, the objec t hold e r 420 
can have a po r tion such as the bottom portion 470 have shelves that p r oject out of th e back wall 
440. Th e objec t holde r 420 when open e d can be hooked to locker hook 414 for example or any 
other location that can support a hook 41 2. A firs t compar t men t 424 can be closed wi t h a zippe r 
426 to hold a vari e ty of obj e cts. A mirror 428 jus t b e low t he first com p artment 424 is added fo r 
uses such as applying make-up, t ying a man's ti e , or o t h er uses where a mir r or is appropriate. 
Delow the mi rr or 428 is a second compartment 448 holding objects in a vertical position with 
r espec t t o the vertically hung bag 410. Obj e cts such as t oil e tri e s such as shampoo and conditione r 
may be inserted in t o th e s e cond compartment 448 through an opening in t h e uppe r portion 448a. 
The compartment may or may no t be of a mesh (netted) o r s ee - t hrough material allowing fo r a 
quick vi e w of the int er nal obj e cts and also allow for ven t ila t ion of th e objects. 
[0050] — A first shelf 442 projects ou t of the back wall 440. The first shelf 442 has side walls 444 
and 44 6 t hat accommodat e s the closing of th e obj e ct hold er 420 to form a bag 41 0. The side walls 
444 and 446 and shelf 442 accommodates the width of the objects in t he s e cond compartment 448. 
The second compartm e nt 448 is loca t ed abov e t h e firs t sh e lf 442 t owa r ds t he middle portion 4 6 4 
of the object hold e r 420. The first shelf 442 is se t back a p r edetermined distance L , . to allow the 
t o p portion of t he objec t hold e r t o close the objec t holder to form a bag 410. The set back of 
p r ovides an even su r face of t h e bag 41 0 wh e n th e bag 41 0 is closed fo r t ransporting as seen in Fig. 
6t 
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[0051] — The left and right side walls 444 and 44 6 e x t end from the middl e po r tion 464 to the end 
of the bottom p o r tion 470 of th e object hold e r 420. Th e side walls 444 and 44 6 accommodate a 
a third compartment 450 and a fourth compartmen t 45 6 . The third compar t ment is bordered by 
the back wall440 on a back side, the first shelf 442 being a top side, the left and right side walls 
444 and 44 6 , and t he second shelf 454 as t he bo t tom portion of the third compartment 450. A 
mesh (ne t ted) s t rip 452 is connec t ed f r om a portion of the l e ft side wall 444 t o a portion of the 
right sid e wall 446. Th e mesh s t rip 452 is also connected t o a second shelf 454. The mesh strip 
452 cov e rs only a po rt ion of the opening of th e t hird compartment 450. The thi r d compartment 
450 accommoda te s a horizontal loading of objects when the object hold e r 420 is hanging o p en 
vertically. The mesh strip 452 con t ains the objec t s within the thi r d compartment 450 so that the 
objects will not fall out of the objec t holde r 420 when t h e object holde r 420 is hung. Sinccifr e 
mesh strip 452 encloses only a portion of t he opening of th e third compartment 450, the r e is easy 
and quick acc e ss fo r a use r t o insert various objects within the com p artment. The mesh strip 452 
because of the mesh mat e rial accommodat e s a us er to be able to vi e w t he conten t s in their enti r ety 
while still allowing fo r an inc re as e d v e ntila t ion of the objects within the third compartm e nt 450. 
The thi r d shelf 454 is set back in the compartment fr om th e outer edge of the side walls 444 and 
44 6 a prede t ermined dis t anc e similar to the set back of the first shelf. The set back distanc e s can 
be varied also if ne e ded. 

[0052] — The fourth compartmen t 456 loca t ed below the thi r d compartment is constructed in the 
same mann er as t he third compartm e n t . The opening of t h e fourth compartment 456 is partially 
enclosed by the mesh (netted) strip 458 while the bottom shelf 472 serv e s as t he bottom portion 
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of the fourth compartment and also an end po rt ion of th e obj e c t holder 420. The third shelf 472 
is no t se t back from the out e r e dges 444b and 446b of th e side walls 444 and 44 6 , respectively like 
the fi r st and second shelf 442 and 454. However, the mesh strip 458 is se t back from the outer 
edges 444b and 44 6 b to accommoda t e the closing the bag 410 with the top portion 4 6 0 of the 
objec t holde r 420 being fold e d over in the set back a r ea of I^ t 

[0053] — The to p portion 460 of t he objec t hold er 420 has a wid t h 1^ much smaller than the width 
fc 2 of the third self 4 20. The thinner top portion 4 60 then can fold within the set back area of L t 
and fi t in gap between th e top sid e s 444a and 44 6 a of the le ft and righ t sid e walls 444 and 44 6 . 
Then th e top portion 460 is fold e d around t h e firs t , second, and thi r d shelv e s 442, 454, and 472 
within the set back width L t — 

[0054] — A handle 488 is connec te d on t he l e ft sid e wall 444, and another handle 488 is connected 
on the right side wall 44 6 so that wh e n closed, the bag 420 can b e easily transported as seen in Fig. 
6 . A zipper 480 for example can be locat e d adjac e nt t o th e oute r edges 444b and along the top 
portion 444a of the side wall 444. A second zipper 482 fo r example can b e loca t ed adjacent to the 
oute r edges 446b and along the top por t ion 44 6 a of t he side wall 446. Th e t wo zippers 480 and 
482 run the length of the bag 41 0 to allow th e unfolding and hanging of the bag 410 on a hook 414 
fo r example. The two zi p p e rs 480 and 482 can also be a single zipper having two sliding p a r ts on 
each side of the bag closing and opening th e int er locking t abs disposed along the leng t h of the bag. 

[0055] Th e two zippers 480 and 482 have the sliding parts 480a and 482a, r e spectively, 

connect e d togethe r by a locking bar 490. When th e bag 410 is closed, t he locking bar 490 inside 
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for ins t ance between the doors 510 and t he body 520 of a gymnasium locker 500. The locking ba r 
490 is wid e r than the width of the gymnasium locker 500. The locking bar 4 90 can also be 
an obj e ct of anoth e r shape such that the dimensions of t h e object e xce e d the opening dimensions 
between the door and t he locke r onc e t h e locke r is clos e d. Fo r example, wh e n the object is 
spherical, th e diam e te r exceeds th e opening dis t ance H d" between the door 510 and the body 520 
of the locke r 500, so that the obj e ct cannot be removed from th e closed locke r . — Once, the 
gymnasium lock e r 500 is secured by for instance a lock 530, t he bag 410 is held in place by the 
locked door 5 1 0. A thi e f will not be able to pick up th e bag 410 without having to rip open the bag 
410. Wh e n th e bag 41 0 is in th e closed posi t ion as shown in Fig. 6, the bag i t self may be s e cured, 
such that when th e bag 410 has the locking bar 490 wi t hin the gymnasium lock er 500, the bag 410 
cannot be opened. This allows a us e r t o hav e op e n access to bag 410 even wh e n th e locker 500 
is closed withou t having to wo rr y abou t if som e on e will steal the bag. Th e locking bar 490 also 
allows a user to not hav e to shove th e bag wi t hin t h e lock e r 500. Th e bag 410 with t h e locking ba r 
490 can be opened and locked withou t having t o move the bag. Furth e rmore, if the bag 410 is 
large r than the locke r 500, it can still b e s e cur e ly used by being placed outside of the lock e r 500. 
Further, since the bag 410 can be placed outside of th e lock er 500, then mo r e room is allowed 
within th e lock e r 500 to s t ore othe r obj e c t s. The bag 410 can be secured quickly to the locker 500 
without having to add an e xtra secu r ing mechanism. When th e locker 500 is opened, a use r can 
t ake the bag 410 with them. 

[0056] — The locking ba r 490 can be made adjus t able t o accommodate differen t sizes of locke r s

[0057] The bag 410, which can be used for gymnasium ac t ivi t ies for example, may have a 

plastic liner included to sto r e wet clothing or a bathing suit. The bag 410 can have the zippe r 492 
along the e dges of th e walls open up with the side walls b e ing on the bottom portion as seen in Fig. 
12 o r as s ee n in Fig. 13, the zipper 495 opens t he bag having the side walls 494 being on the to p 
portion whe r e the top por t ion can be hooked to an doo r o r sh e lf. As seen in Fig. 14, a loop 498 at 
the top of the bag allows hang er s of cloth e s to be a t tached. 

[0058] The obj e ct holder 420 as s ee n in Fig. 5. can also b e enclosed as s e en in t h e bag back pack 
of 6 10 as seen in Fig. 7. The bag backpack 61 0 has an object holder such as the object holder 420 
or the object holder 10. The object holder 620 has a pair of handles shoulder straps along the 
length of one side on the back wall 640 of the object holder 620. The handl e s shoulder straps 688 
allow a user to carry the bag backpack 610 around both shoulders on their back like a backpack. 
A zipper 680 or other connector type closes the bag backpack 610. Additional pockets 630 may 
be added to the outside of the bag backpack 610 to allow additional storage and quicker access 
when the bag backpack 61 0 is closed. 

[0059] A backpack 7 1 0, as seen in Fig. 8 has a hook 7 1 2 that is shaped to hang on top of a door. 
The hook 712 is attached to a strap 713 that allows the bag backpack to rest on the floor, thereby 
reducing the weight on the hanging structure. A clasp 7 1 4 are attached on the pockets 770 to help 
secure items inside. The clasp 714 can be substituted with velcro or other similar means. Elastic 
is sewn into the strap 716 to keep the strap 716 at the top of each compartment straight and assist 
in securing the items in the compartments. Smaller items are stored in the middle compartments 
7 1 8 and are structured to allow the top to fold down smoothly. Side handles 720 are sewn into the 
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side walls 724 to accommodate additional carrying options. A mesh wall 722 is used to hold any 
smaller items in the bottom and the wall 722 assists in holding the sides together. 
[0060] — In another embodiment, as seen in Fig. 9, the bag 8 1 0 has a hook 8 1 2 for hanging on to p 
of a doo r or other stationa r y structu re . Th e hook 8 1 2 is a t tached to a stra p 8 1 3 that allows the bag 
to r es t on the floor, t he re by reducing the weigh t on t he hanging s t ructu re . A clasp 8 1 4 are attached 
on the compartments 870 to h e lp secure i t ems inside. The clasp 814 can be substituted wi t h velc r o 
or o t her similar m e ans. Elastic is sewn into the st r ap 8 1 6 t o keep the s t rap 8 1 6 at the top of each 
compartment straight and assis t in s e curing th e i t ems in the compartments: Smaller items a r e 
stored in the middl e compartments 8 1 8 and a r e structu r ed t o allow the t op t o fold down smoothly. 
Handles 828 ar e connected to the top and bottom portions of the bag to accommoda t e the carrying 
of the bag 810. An adjus t able s tr a p 830 can hold additional it e ms or hold in place items such as 
clothes. Refer r ing t o Fig. 1 6, the bag 8 1 0 has a webbing at t ached to the outside of t he bag 8 1 0 t o 
allow securing of t he hook 812 and holding th e bag clos e d. 

[0061] AsseeninFig. 10, the backpack 710 is in a closed position. The backpack 710 has a top 
mesh pocket 732 and a bottom mesh pocket 730. Each of the pockets has only a portion that is 
made of mesh material and the remaining portion of the pockets being of solid material that is not 
see-through. Solid material that is not see-through is a material that one cannot see through with 
an unaided eye. The mesh materials 730 and 732 accommodate a ventilation of the pockets. The 
bottom pocket with the mesh material 730 can have door zippers 740. I-rings are attached to the 
front portion of the closed backpack to allow for attachments such as bungee cord to attach 
additional items such as camping equipment or snowboards. An adjustable strap 734 is 
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transversely disposed near the middle section of the front portion of the closed backpack 710. The 
adjustable strap 734 can secure bulky items such as butt-pads for ice hockey. The butt-pads for 
instance can hook to the outside with the adjustable clasp 736. The adjustable strap 734 allows for 
the size of the backpack 710 too be not excessively large since the adjustable strap can take care 
of extremely bulky equipment. Since, the backpack 710 can be carried on the back of a user, an 
excessively large bag backpack may not be desirable. A handle 728 is attached to the top portion 
of the backpack 720 allowing further flexibility for a user to carry the backpack 710. The 
backpack 710 can be closed from an open position as seen in Fig. 8 to the closed position as seen 
in Fig. 10 with a zipper 738 or other fastening means. The side walls 724 can be of a solid 
material that may or may not accommodate ventilation or the side walls can be of a mesh material 
725 as seen in Fig. 17 that accommodates a ventilation of the inside of the bag backpack 710 
though the side walls. The mesh material 725 being on the side walls (on both sides of the bag 
backpack ) is important because all the inner compartments 770 can be ventilated properly. If both 
side walls are made of a material that allows ventilation like the mesh material 725, then a cross 
vent is created to increase the ventilation of the inner compartments (pockets) 770. Furthermore, 
because the material mesh 725 material is on the side walls, it is not so prone to being worn out 
as if it was on the front or back side of the bag backpack . The side walls 724 extend from each 
side of the bottom portion 782 of the back wall 780 of the backpack 7 1 0 where the bottom portion 
782 of the back wall 780 of the backpack 710 has a greater width than the top portion 784 of the 
back wall 780 of the backpack 710. The side walls 724 form angles with the extended portion 786 
of the bottom back wall 782 of the backpack 710 accommodating a backpack that closes all sides 
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which then stop any loose items that get out of the compartments 770 from being released from 
the bag backpack 710. 

[0062] Looking at Fig. 1 1 , the backpack 7 1 0 (and also on bag backpack 8 1 0) can have also a 
strap 752 secured to the top of the bag backpack 710 that allows for clothes hangers to hang for 
jerseys or street clothes. A 1 inch webbing 756 under 1 l A inch webbing is added before stitching. 
A 1 inch webbing is placed under top clasp before stitching. There must be enough slack allowed 
for attachment of hangers holding jersey or other clothes. The total webbing length being added 
appears to be about 6 inches. The 6 inches allows for one inch to be under the top webbing for 
securement and one inch to be under other clasp strap 758 with four inches exposed allowing for 
enough slack to hang hangers for jerseys and clothes. A clasp 754 is attached to the clasp strap 752 
for hanging the jerseys or street clothes. 

[0063] Wheels can also be added to any of the above embodiments allowing a user to cart the 
bag backpack . The backpacks 2 1 0, 6 1 0, and 7 1 0 may especially have wheels on a bottom portion 
allowing for a user to cart the backpacks 210, 610, and 710. Referring to Fig. 15, the backpack 
910 is the same as backpack 710 except that backpack 910 includes a pair of wheels 920 that 
allows for the backpack 910 to be transported on the ground by rolling the backpack along the 
ground or other surface by pulling from the handle 940. The backpack 910 fu r ther includes a pai r 
of st r aps 930 accommoda t ing a us e r t o car r y t he backpack 910 on his o r her back. 
[0064] Referring to Fig. 1 9, straps 790 can be used to secure longer items 792 to sides of the bag 
backpack 710. The straps 790 may include fasteners such as velcro, clasps and other means of 
attachment. The straps 790 can be elastic allowing a user to slide items in the openings. Mesh 
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pockets can also be used for holding the longer items 792 in place. 

[0065] As seen above, the present invention provides for a bag backpack and organizer that is 
equipped with a method of air circulation to effectively air dry articles without complex and 
expensive structures as well as being an organization and space saving tool. The bag backpack 
provides for a quick inventory and access of the objects organized within the bag backpack . The 
bag also p r ovides fo r an e asy mechanism of locking the bag t o a s t a t ionary objec t . 
[0066] While the invention has been particularly shown and described with reference to the 
preferred embodiments thereof, it will be understood by those skilled in the art that the foregoing 
and other changes in form and details maybe made therein without departing from the spirit and 
scope of the invention. 
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
